At  Devotional 


Oaks  speaks  against  gambling 


Pres.  Dallin  Oaks  delivered  his  first 
address  to  the  BYU  student  body  Tuesday 
at  the  concluding  Devotional  Assembly  of 
the  1971  Summer  sessions. 

Oaks  commenced  his  speech  entitled 
“Gambling,”  by  recognizing  that  many 
listeners  would  ascribe  special  significance 
to  his  choice  of  this  current  topic,  and 
adding  that  no  hidden  meaning  was  present 
in  his  choice  ot  subject  above  that  he 
considered  this  an  important  topic  of 
current  impact  not  yet  covered  in  the 
Devotional  Assemblies. 

Oaks  went  on  to  define  gambling  as  the 
“act  of  risking  something  of  value  on  the 
outcome  of  a game  or  event  based 
somewhat  on  chance."  He  said  this 
included  playing  cards  for  money,  betting 
on  horses,  lotteries,  raffies.  bingo,  pools, 
and  dice. 

He  cited  as  significant  of  the  growing 
gambling  problem  the  recent  passage  of  a 
law  legalizing  bingo  in  the  state  of  Illinois, 
pointing  out  that  107^.  of  the  money 
resulting  from  this  activity  is  to  be  used  for 
education  and  mental  health  facilities.  He 
mentioned  that  New  York  City  has 
recently  opened  nine  off-track  betting  sites 
which  are  collecting  huge  amounts  of 
money,  some  of  it  to  be  used  as  a source  of 
revenue  for  the  city  of  New  York.  And  he 
pointed  out  that  several  states  have  just 
«tablished  state  lotteries  as  a source  of 
'enue. 

‘The  law  has  an  important  standard 
Iting' function,”  said  Oaks,  adding  that  it 
ould  set  standards  for  clean  conduct.  He 
dicated  disapproval  of  government 
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President  Oaks 

functions  that  rely  on  gambling  practices 
to  satisfy  the  “insatiable”  desire  for  taxes. 

Government  should  work-  to  refine  the 
moral  sense  of  its  citizens.”  he  said,  adding 
that  it  was  not  the  purpose  of  government 
to  cater  to  its  people’s  weaknesses. 

Oaks  delved  briefly  into  the  history  of 
gambling,  stating  that  some  gambling 
activities  can  be  traced  as  far  back  as  2 100 
B.C.  The  practices  spread  during  the 
Middle  Ages,  and  the  popular  lotteries 
became  primary  with  the  working  class.  In 


1857,  Queen  Hliz.abeth  proclaimed  the  first 
state  lottery,  and  during  the  early  1800‘s. 
there  were  nearly  200  lottery  offices  in 
New  York  State. 

But  none  of  these  activities  brought  any 
amount  of  satisfaction  to  the  participants. 
Oaks  said.  When  in  177.^,  London 
petitioned  the  House  of  Coimnons  to  ban 
lotteries,  the  report  of  the  House  on  its 
research  into  the  subject  was  appalling; 
People  had  been  reduced  to  poverty,  and 
neglected  their  children  to  indulge  in 
gambling,  had  sold  their  wedding  rings  and 
other  valuable  possessions  to  gain  funds  to 
invest,  children  had  robbed  their  parents, 
and  other  undesirable  and  unhappy 
experiences  had  befallen  those  who 
allowed  gambling  to  become  a consuming 
desire  of  their  lives. 

Oaks  cited  other  reasons  that  gambling 
should  not  be  legalized,  among  them  the 
huge  profit  of  S6-7  billion  a year  being 
realized  now  by  illegal  gambling 
establishments  in  this  country. 

“In  addition  to  all  these  reasons.”  he 
added,  “gambling  should  not  be  legalized 
because  it  is  immoral.” 

“The  position  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is  clea'rly  set 
forth  in  the  following  quote  by  President 
Joseph  Smith,”  said'Oaks.  “‘The  Church 
has  been  and  now  is  opposed  to  any  sort  of 
gambling.'  ” 

Oaks  asked  the  question.  “Why  is 
gambling  immoral  and  what  are  its  spiritual 
effects?” 

He  established  five  major  answers  to  this 
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question:  I)  gambling  weakens  the 
principles  of  industry,  encourages  idleness, 
and  promotes  the  attitude  of  “something 
lor  notliing”;  2,  it  promotes  greed  and 
covetousness;  3)  it  has  a tendency  to 
corrupt  the  participants,  prompting  them 
to  steal  to  pay  their  gambling  debts,  as  well 
as  often  leading  to  the  use  of  alcohol  and 
other  damaging  practices;  4)  it  is  an 
extraordinary  waste  of  time,  and  is  habit 
forming;  and  5)  it  destroys  the  finer  senses 
of  the  soul  and  kills  spirituality. 

“Whenever  a Latter-day  Saint  engages  in 
any  kind  of  activity  inconsistent  with  the 
Spirit,  he  or  she  pays  an  enormous  price.” 
Oaks  said. 

Oaks  pointed  out  that  the  use  of  playing 
cards  can  lead  to  an  obsession  with  them, 
and  the  feeling  that  the  day  is  incomplete 
without  a game  or  two.  This  can  lead  in 
turn  to  a taste  for  games  of  chance,  he 
added. 

“Gambling  is  a moral  evil  that  we  should 
avoid.”  he  asserted. 

Oaks  closed  his  speech  by  urging  each 
BYU  student  to  use  his  influence  as  a 
citizen  to  oppose  all  government 
sanctioned  gambling,  especially  those 
establishments  used  to  gather  revenue.

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Role  to  help  her  people 


“I  feel  my  role  as  Miss  India 
America  is  to  talk  to  my  Indian 
people  and  persuade  them  to  get 
the  education  they  need  for  the 
society  they  live  in  today,”  said 
Nora  Begay,  the  newly  elected 
Miss  Indian  America.  She  has  been 
visiting  campus  this  past  week. 

“There  is  a need  for  much 
understanding  between  the  white 
and  the  Indian,”  she  continued. 
“Throughout  my  reign  I hope  to 
be  able  to  accomplish  this.” 

“I  want  to  be  an  ambassador  for 
the  American  Indian  as  well  as  an 
ambassador  for  the  Church,”  Miss 
Begay  said,  and  added,  “I  would 
like  to  do  all  things  in  humility 
for  my  people  and  the  Church, 
not  for  myself.” 

She  also  commented  that  she 
would  like  to  help  BYU  get  the 
recognition  it  deserves  for  the 
outstanding  Indian  program  it  has 
developed. 

At  a luncheon  with  BYU 
officials  and  Indian  student 
leaders.  Miss  Begay  urged 'the 
Indian  students  to  be  proud  of 
their  heritage.  “Never  be  ashamed 
of  your  Indian  people,  and  never 
be  ashamed  of  your  parents. 
Always  be  proud  you  are  an 
Indian  and  always  stand  up  for 
what  you  believe,”  she  said. 

“Militant  Indian  groups  are 
disgracing  the  Indian  heritage,” 
she  continued.  She  warned  against 
the  militant  approach  saying,  “it’s 
either  the  militant  life  or  the 
gospel  life.” 

“I  would  like  to  see  the  uniting 
of  the  whites  and  the  reds  at 
BYU,”  Miss  Begay  continued. 
“You  will  make  many  friends  if 
you  look  at  each  person  as  an 
individual  who  is  achieving  in  life 
and  working  for  that  goal.  We  are 
all  children  of  our  Father  in 
Heaven.” 

Expressing  her  gratitude  to  the 
Indian  Placement  Program  she 
said,  “The  Indian  Placement 
Program  stands  number  one  in  my 
life  because  it  brought  the  Gospel 
into  my  life  and  into  my  home.” 


Although  her  schedule  for  the 
coming  year  is  not  complete  she  is 
looking  forward  to  meeting 
President  Nixon.  At  this  meeting, 
scheduled  the  third  week  in 
September  to  dedicate  a new 
Indian  school  in  Albuquerque,  she 


will  present  gifts  from  the  BYU 
and  Tribe  of  Many  Feathers  to  the 
president. 

After  her  reign  as  Miss  Indian 
America,  Miss  Begay  will  be  an 
exchange  student  in  Mexico.  She 
is  currently  a Junior  at  BYU. 


Painting  exhibited  in  HFAC 


The  Indian  sand  painting,  presented  as  a personal  gift  to  President 
and  Mrs.  Oaks  at  Sunday’s  fireside,  was  painted  by  Rainbow  Stevens,  a 
20-year-old  Indian  girl.  The  picture  is  currently  on  exliibit  in  the  art 
gallery  of  the  HFAC. 

Miss  Stevens  lives  in  Chinle,  Arizona,  the  heart  of  the  Navajo 
Reservation  near  the  Canyon  De  Chilly.  Her  parents  are  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Fred  (Gray  Squirrel)  Stevens.  She  is  also  the  winner  of  the  international 
hoop  dance. 

Rainbow  and  her  father  are  the  world’s  greatest  sand  painters, 
according  to  Dale  Tingey,  Director  of  American  Indian  Studies.  Mr. 
Stevens  has  traveled  all  over  the  world  with  the  state  department. 

The  art  of  sand  painting  is  kept  in  the  family  and  passed  down  from' 
generation  to  generation.  Very  seldom  is  the  art  taught  to  an  outsider. 

Sand  painting  used  to  be  part  of  the  Navajo  “Sing,”  a religious 
healing  ceremony.  The  picture  was  painted  on  the  floor  of  the  hogan 
and  was  always  destroyed  before  nightfall  for  fear  of  evil  spirits. 

Rainbow  gathers  the  different  colored  sand  herself  and  then 
pulverizes  it  into  fine  particles.  The  painting  is  then  drawn  with  small 
glass  tubes  or  with  the  fingers.  The  picture  is  completely  painted  and 
then  a sealer  is  put  over  it  to  preserve  it. 

The  length  of  time  to  paint  a sand  picture  varies  depending  on  the 
intricacy  of  the  picture.  Sand  painting  has  become  very  popular  in  the 
last  few  years  and  one  picture  may  sell  for  hundreds  of  dollars. 
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MIXED  EMOTIONS 

The  letter  entitled  "Mixed 
Emotions”  by  Dallas  Chase  appearing 
in  Aug.  10  UNIVERSE  is  typical  of  the 
misinformation  concerning  the 
People's  Republic  of  China  harbored 
by  many  well-meaning  citizens. 
Especially  appalling  are  his  insinuations 
that  Professor  Paul  Hyer  is  a liberal 
"dupe”  who  is  misinformed  about 
certain  events  in  Chinese  History. 
Chase  cites  GeneralWedemeyer's 
Reports  as  evidence  of  the  U.S.  sellout 
of  China  to  the  Communists.  Those 
who  are  familiar  with  the  Reports 
know  that  this  is  a distorted  view;  in 
fact  they  contain  many  internal 
contradictions.  Wedemeyer  also 
engaged,  for  example,  in  some  scathing 
denunciations  of  Chiang  K'ai-shek  and 
his  policies  and  advised  the  U.S.  to  be 
careful  in  supporting  these  policies. 
One  can  get  a better  overall  picture  of 
the  China  situation  during  the  rise  of 
the  Chinese  Communist  Party  by 
reading  the  volumes  edited  by  Lyman 
VanSlyke,  Enemies  and  Friends,  and 
The  Chinese  Communist  Movement. 
Both  volumes  contain  reports  of  U.S. 


military  advisors  in  China.  Of  course, 
policy  evaluations  by  journalists  and 
State  Department  personnel  can  be 
found  in  other  volumes. 

Even  more  than  the  denunciations  of 
Hyer,  the  insidious  implication  that 
U.S.  foreign  policy  should  be  based  on 
blatant  anti-communism  is  disturbing 
to  me.  Chase's  assertion  that  it  would 
be  better  to  have  hundreds  of  millions 
of  Chinese  following  Chiang  K'ai-shek's 
government  because  it  is 
anti-Communist  ignores  the  aspirations 
and  well-being  of  the  Chinese 
altogether.  1 do  not  advocate 
Communism,  but  neither  can  I 
condone  a government  such  as  the  one 
on  Taiwan  which  denies  such  basic 
freedoms  as  political  expression,  the 
right  to  vote  in  national  elections,  the 
ability  to  organize  political  parties  and 
other  democractic  principles.  I 
personally  hope  that  President  Nixon's 
visit  will  not  only  enable  the  United 
States  to  normalize  relations  with  the 
Peking  government,  but  also  will  be  the 


beginning  of  a process  whereby  the 
legitimate  aspirations  of  the  Chinese 
people  will  be  ultimately  fulfilled.

»8  in  extensive  fall  orientation  program 
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A group  of  freshman  Indian  students  tour  the  BYU  campus  as 
part  of  a special  five  week  orientation  course  which  will  prepare 
them  for  intensive  university  study  in  September.  Over  70  Indian 
students  representing  most  of  the  tribes  in  the  U.S.  are 
participating  in  the  program  which  will  continue  through 
September  10th. 


To  help  prepare  them  for  the 
adjustment  to  college  life,  over  70 
freshmen  Indian  students 
representing  most  of  the  tribes  in 
the  United  States  began  a special 
orientation  course  at  BYU  this 
week. 

The  five-week  program  is 
intended  not  only  to  provide  the 
young  Indians  a review  of  their 
academic  skills  but  also  to  enrich 
their  cultural  background  in 
preparation  for  intensive 
university  study. 

The  course  teaches  them  the 
effective  use  of  textbooks  and 
other  tools  of  learning,  orients 
them  to  the  University  campus, 
develops  their  skills  in  taking 
tests,  listening,  taking  notes,  speed 
reading,  library  dynamics,  and  self 
motivation. 

Questioned  about  the  program, 
one  Indian  student  remarked, 
“It’s  worthwhile.  We  know  the 
campus  better  now  and  we  know 
what  to  expect.” 

‘‘It’s  also  prepared  us 
academically,”  another  student 
added. 

They  listed  as  their  favorite 
items  at  BYU,  the  girls  (this  from 


Dr.  Edwin  O.  Haroldsen,  newly 
selected  chairman  of  the 
Communications  Dept.,  has  been 
a member  of  the  KCPX  news  staff 
this  summer.

Before  leaving  KCPX  last  week, 
the  news  staff  presented 
Haroldsen  ‘^an  honorary  doctorate 
of  Television  News,”  with  the 
words:  “This  degree  offered  in 
honor  of  dedicated  and  diligent 
service,  despite  differences  in  age, 
to  the  industry  of  television 
news.” 

The  certificate  further  stated: 
“Cum  laude  in  the  following 
areas-uncanning  ability  with 
younger  colleagues,  ability  to

Those  who  participated  in  the 
orientation  finished  the  year  with 
a 2.06  grade-point  average 
compared  to  1.87  for  those 
without  the  program.

Now  in  its  second  year,  the 
program  is  made  possible  by  a 
grant  of  $25,000  from  the  William

The  University  will  enroll  270 
new  Indian  students  this  fall 
which  will  bring  the  total  Indian 
eru-ollment  to  about  500. 

Director  of  this  year’s 
orientation  program  is  John 
Rainer,  a Taos-Pueblo  from  New 
Mexico.  Assistant  directors  are 
Robert  Nakai,  a Navajo  and 
president  of  the  Tribe  of  Many 
Feathers;  Martha  Chavez,  an 
Aztec  from  Mexico;  and  Maria 
Batres,  a Quiche  from  Guatemala. 
Fourteen  coordinators,  who  were 
selected  from  the  orientation 
participants,  are  assisting  with  the 
preschool  course.  Each 
coordinator  is  responsible  for  six 
to  eight  Indian  students.

Angeles  next  week  and  asks  for 
“Doctor”  Tisdale,  the  caller  will 
have  to  be  a little  more  specific. 

The  couple,  both  elementary 
school  principals,  are  believed  to 
be  the  first  man  and  wife  ever  to 
earn  their  doctorates  together  at 
BYU.  And  they  will  be  the  first 
Negro  couple  to  earn  doctoral 
degrees  at  the  school. 

Graduating  Friday  in 
commencement  ceremonies  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse,  the  couple  will 
be  among  a pilot  group  of  19  Los 
Angeles  elementary  school 
administrators  receiving  their 
doctor’s  degrees  at  BYU  that  day. 

This  is  another  first  in  doctoral 
programs  in  the  United 
States— taking  a group  of  28 
elementary  school  administrators 
from  one  school  district  and 
working  with  them  for  more  than 
two  years  for  their  degrees.  BYU 
professors  frequently  flew  to  Los 
Angeles  for  seminars  and  worked 
with  the  candidates  on  BYU 
campus  during  the  past  two 
summers. 

For  the  Tisdales  the  doctorates 
will  mean  no  pay  increase. 

“But  that  doesn’t  really 
matter,”  they  said.  “We’ve 
improved  our  administrative  skills, 
thereby  helping  the  teachers  and 
students  with  whom  we’ll  be 
working.” 

When  the  Tisdales  return  home, 
Tisdale  will  begin  his  third  year  as 
principal  of  the  Alta  Loma  School 
in  an  area  referred  to  as  the  “inner 
city’’  in  Los  Angeles.  His 
dissertation  is  a study  of 
outstanding  teachers  in 
disadvantaged  schools  and  their 
attitudes  toward  working  with 
children.

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Statement 
of  the 

First  Presidency 

We  feel  it  our  responsibility  to  warn  our  people  against  the  present-day  wave  of 
musical  performances  which  are  aimed  at  the  destruction  of  sacred  principles, 
which  form  the  very  foundation  upon  which  we  stand. 

One  of  these  is  the  rock  opera,  “Jesus  Christ  Superstar.”  We  consider  this  musical 
a profane  and  sacrilegious  attack  upon  true  Christianity.  It  strips  Jesus  Christ  of  His 
divine  attributes.  It’s  prevailing  theme  presents  the  falsehood  that  our  Lord  is 
“ . . . just  a man  . . . just  the  same  as  anyone  1 know..”  To  the  dismay  of  those  who 
worship  Him  as  the  Savior  of  mankind,  as  the  divine  Son  of  God,  He  and  His 
apostles  are  portrayed  in  earthly  roles  living  below  Christian  standards. 

We  encourage  members  of  the  Church  and  good  men  everywhere  to  oppose  this 
type  of  entertainment.

Leadership  and  authority  needed  in  world 

Ed.  Note:  The  following  talk  was  given  by  Elder  Harold  B.  Lee  of  the  First 
Presidency  during  General  Conference. 


“For  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day, 
that  every  man  shall  hear  the  fulness  of 
the  gospel  in  his  own  language,  through 
those  who  are  ordained  unto  this 
power  . . .”(D&C  90:8-9  ;n). 

We  are  witnessing  a great  expansion  of 
the  work  of  the  Church  throughout  the 
world.  It  would  seem  that  the  early 
revelations  of  the  Lord  to  the  Church 
pointed  us  to  a preparation  for  this  day, 
when  he  promised: 

“Behold,  I will  take  care  of  your  flocks 
(meaning  of  course,  the  congregations  of 
Church  members,)  “and  will  raise  up 
elders  and  send  unto  them,” 

“Behold  I will  hasten  my  work  in  its 
time.” 

During  the  past  several  months  we  have 
spent  much  time  in  countries  of  the  Far 
^st  and  in  the  European  countries  where 
we  have  been  brought  face  to  face  with 
large  congregations  of  our  members,  and 
others  not  of  our  faith. 

Never,  it  seems,  has  there  ever  been 
more  unmistakable  evidences  of  a need 
for  spiritual  guidance  as  we  met  many 
throughout  our  visits  in  these  countries 
seeking  for  answers  to  problems  which 
confront  them  on  every  side.  We  have 
sensed  that  everywhere  there  is  much 
dissatisfaction  with  the  churches  to  which 
they  have  belonged. 

They  want  a true  definition  of  what 
constitutes  Divine  Authority. 

They  are  clamoring  for  security  or  a 
salvation,  not  just  in  the  world  to  come, 
but  for  a temporal  salvation  here  and 
now,  that  they  don’t  have  to  die  to  get. 

They  are  looking  for  a church  where 
there  is  not  only  unity  to  be  found  within 
their  local  congregations,  but  which 
reaches  out  to  a unification  of  effort  in 
meeting  the  challenging  problems 
confronting  mankind. 

In  short,  the  demand  is  everywhere  for 
a church  which  is  holding  fast  to  the  basic 
ideals  of  Christianity  as  the  Apostle 
James  has  defined  it : “Pure  religion  and 


undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is 
this:  To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in 
their  affliction,  and  to  keep  him 
unspotted  from  the  world.”  (Jas.  1 :27) 

There  we  have  found  a demand  for 
strong  central  authority  which  inspires  a 
confidence  that  shows  the  way 
ahead-where  the  strong  are  marshalled  to 
give  liberally  of  their  leadership,  of  their 
means,  and  their  talents,  and  where  the 
weak  are  urged  to  maximum  effort  in 
providing  for  themselves-where 
emergency  needs  can  be  met  in  a way 
that  fosters  brotherhood,  instead  of  a 
deadening  process  which  is  described, 
scripturally,  as  “grinding  down  the  faces 
of  the  poor.” 

Never  has  there  been  a greater  need  in 
the  church  for  training  in  leadership  and 
in  effective  teaching,  to  offset  the  clever 
and  diabolical  methods  of  evil  powers 
“which  pacify  and  lull  them  away  into 
carnal  security,  stirring  them  up  to  anger 
saying  that  all  is  well,  and  with  flattery 
telling  them  there  is  no  hell  nor  is  there  a 
devil,  ’’-for  this  is  the  way,  as  the  ancient 


prophets  warned : “that  the  devil  cheateth 
their  souls  and  leadeth  them  away, 
carefully,  down  to  hell.”  (II  Nephi 
28:20-22) 

It  was  frightening  to  observe  that  in 
places  where  there  was  the  greater 
prosperity,  that  there  was  the 
unmistakable  evidence  that,  like  the 
peoples  of  other  dispensations-when 
they  prospered  they  forgot  God.  They 
were  seemingly  rich  in  things  that  money 
could  buy,  but  were  devoid  of  most  of 
the  precious  things  money  could  not  buy. 

The  prophets  have  issued  a clear  signal 
of  warning  to  those  who  are  lifted  up  in 
the  pride  of  their  hearts  because  of  their 
ease,  and  their  exceeding  great 
prosperity: 

“Yea,  we  see  that  at  the  very  time 
when  He  doth  prosper  His  people  . . . yea, 
then  in  the  time  that  they  do  harden  their 
hearts  and  do  forget  the  Lord  their  God; 
and  do  trample  under  their  feet  the  Only 
One— yea,  and  this  because  of  their 
exceeding  great  prosperity  .” 

And  so  do  we,  as  we  witness  these 


things,  lament  with  those  who  have  gone 
before  us: 

“Yea,  how  quick  to  be  lifted  up  in 
pride;  yea,how  quick  to  boast,  and  do  all 
manner  of  that  which  is  iniquity;  and 
how  slow  are  they  to  remember  the  Lord 
their  God,  and  give  ear  unto  His  counsels, 
yea,  how  slow  to  walk  in  wisdoms  path.” 
(Heleman  12:5) 

Constantly,  there  come  among  us,  men 
and  women  of  great  renown,  and  their 
observations,  as  they  learn  of  the  church 
and  its  far-reaching  activities,  are,  in  a 
sense,  but  confirmation  of  what  the 
Apostle  Paul  declared  long  ago  to  the 
Romans: 

“For,  I am  not  ashamed  of  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,  for  it  is  the  power  of  Go; 
unto  salvation  to  everyone  that 
believeth  ...  for  therein  is  the 
righteousness  of  God  revealed  (and  note 
this  particularly)  “For  the  wrath  of  God 
is  revealed  from  heaven  against  all 
ungodliness  and  unrighteouness  of  men, 
who  hold  the  truth  in  unrighteousness.” 
(Rom.  1:16-18) 

One  such  renowned  lecturer  at  the 
Bonneville  Knife  and  Fork  Club  remarked 
to  me  after,  at  his  request,  I had  taken 
him  to  see  some  of  our  Church  Welfare 
activities:  “Your  Welfare  Plan  should 
engulf  the  world;  and  I have  no  doubt 
after  seeing  it  in  operation,  that  ony  day, 
it  will  be  the  Master  Plan  for  Christian 
Living. ’’(George  L.  Rony-Bonneville 
Knife  and  Fork  lecturer). 

Frequently,  prominent  visitors  have 
inquired  about  the  educational  system  of 
the  Church,  by  which,  outside  of  our 
Church  and  school  institutions,  and 
within  our  seminaries  and  institutes,  the 
Church  is  reaching  out  to  every  home 
with  Home  Primaries  on  week-days  for 
small  children,  and  with  Home-Study 
Courses  for  the  Youth,  for  the  teaching 
of  vital  principles,  essential  to  Christian 
living.

Lloyd  Barbee,  D-Milwaukee,  would 
allow  more  than  two  persons  in  a marriage  if  all  those  involved  held 
sincere  religious  beliefs  which  permit  or  allow  more  than  one  spouse. 


Women  to  withdrawal 

The  House  votes  Tuesday  on  a proposed  constitutional  amendment 
to  guarantee  women  equal  rights  with  men,  then  turns  to  subjects 
ranging  from  consumer  protection  to  military  withdrawal  from 
Vietnam. 

The  issue  on  the  equal  rights  amendment  will  be  passed,  but  whether 
it  will  be  the  straight  uncompromising  version  demanded  by  women’s 
groups  or  an  amended  version  that  would  exempt  women  from  the 
military  draft  and  would  allow  laws  aimed  at  protecting  women. 

Following  a vote  on  the  amendment,  the  House  will  begin  debate  on 
a bill  to  create  a consumer  protection  agency,  which  consumer  advocate 
Ralph  Nader  opposes  on  the  grounds  it  has  been  weakened  to  the  point 
that  it  is  useless. 

There  also  is  a chance  the  House  will  vote  this  week  on  the 
amendment  to  the  military  procurement  bill  by  Senate  Democratic 
Leader  Mike  Mansfield  which  calls  for  withdrawal  of  all  U.S.  military 
forces  from  Indochina  within  six  months  after  release  of  all  American 
prisoners  of  war.

Expelling  China 
from  U.N.  could 

'dangerous'  be 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Secretary  of  State  William  P. 
Rogers  warned  Sunday  that 
expelling  Nationalist  China  from 
the  United  Nations  would  set  a 
“very  dangerous  precedent” 
which  could  be  “detrimental  to 
the  future”  of  the  world  body. 

His  voice  rising  with  emotion, 
Rogers  said  he  could  think  of  10 
other  nations  which  might  be 
expelled  under  such  a precedent 
and  added: 

“Let  me  say,  too,  that  if  the 
Republic  of  China  is  expelled,  I 
can  imagine  that  nations  like 
Albania  and  others  might  claim 
that  because  of  that 
action— expelling  the  Republic  of 
China-that  all  the  actions  taken 
by  the  Security  Council  of  the 
United  Nations  since  the 
beginning  were  illegal. 

“In  other  words,  if  the  United 
Nations  is  going  to  take  the 
position  that  after  all  these  years 
in  dealing  with  The  Republic  of 
China,  that  it  would  be  expelled 
and  thereby  be  an  international 
outlaw  and  that  its  presence  was 
never  appropriate  in  the  first 
place,  I can  imagine  an  attack  on 
the  United  Nations  that  would  be 
very  serious  indeed.” 

Rogers  made  his  remarks  in  a 
television  panel  CBS’  Face  the 
Nation. 

He  said  the  administration  was 
“doing  everything  we  can  to  fight, 
to  prevent,  the  expulsion  of 
China.” 

“I  think  it  is  a very  dangerous 
precedent,  indeed,  to  expell  a 
nation  by  majority  vote  regardless 
of  how  you  justify  it  ...  it  is  a 
very  dangerous  precedent  and  will 
be  very,  I think,  detrimental  to 
the  future  of  the  United  Nations. 


Longshoremen  passed  tattered  picket  signs  Sunday  to  grudgingly 
work  the  blacklog  of  ships  idled  by  the  100-day  West  Coast  dock  strike. 

“We  shall  return,”  read  signs  scribbled  at  abandoned  picket  posts  on 
the  waterfront  piers  of  Fisherman’s  wharf. 

“This  is  the  worst  day  in  my  life  coming  up,”  said  one  bearded  dock 
worker  reporting  to  the  job  for  the  first  time  since  the  strike  began  July 
1. 

Longshoremen  from  Los  Angeles  to  Seattle  Saturday  began  loading 
and  unloading  the  250  ships  stacked  in  24  West  Coast  ports  under  a 
back-to-work  federal  court  order  issued  Wednesday.

These  visitors,  invaribly,  have 
sought  for  the  secret  as  to  how  on 
our  school  campuses  we  have  been 
able  to  maintain  law  and  order. 
This  question  has  prompted  an 
explanation  of  the  Family  Home 
Evening  programs  in  the  homes 
from  which  most  of  our  youth 
have  come.  Attention  is  called  to 
the  student  organizations  among 
our  college  youth  where  students, 
themselves,  are  organized  into 
Church  units,  and  are  schooled  in 
how  they  can  communicate 
responsibly,  in  the  way  the  Lord’s 
Plan  provides. 

These  observations,  and  many 
others  similarly,  are  sobering  and 


unmistakable  signs  of  a strong 
desire  on  the  part  of  our  Church 
members  to  see  the  Church  grow 
in  their  own  countries.  They  are 
looking  to  the  day  when  their 
membership  and  a developed 
leadership  will  be  able  to  assume 
positions  of  responsibility  to 
preside  over  districts,  and 
missions,  and  temples,  if  and 
when  their  strength  will  be  so- 
manifested  as  to  “govern” 
themselves  after  they  have  been 
taught  correct  principles. 

It  is  a standing  marvel  to  see 
how  susceptible  these  leaders  are 
to  training  in  the  Church,  when 
they  have  some  one  to  show  the 
way.  As  Church  members  catch

challenging  for  us  to  strive  the 
more  diligently  to  carry  out  the 
Perfect  Plan  which  has  been  given 
us,  by  which  the  world  may  be 
saved,  if  all  men  would  be 
constrained  to  “seek  diligently,  to 
pray  always,  and  be  believing,  (so 
that)  all  things  (might)  work 
together  for  (their  good”  and  His 
name’s  glory.  (D&C  90:24) 

We  have  just  come  from  a 
historic  conference  of  the 
members  of  the  Church  in  the 
British  Isles,  at  Manchester, 
England.  Here  we  had  assembled 
an  all-British  congregation  of  over 
12,000.  The  intensity  of  the 
interest  here  manifest,  bore 
eloquent  witness  to  the  growing 
awareness  that  the  Kingdom  of 
God,  meaning  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ,  is  world-wide  and  that  the 
people  of  Great  Britain,  have  a 
firm  resolution  to  establish  the 
Church  more  firmly  in  their  native 
land. 

We  held  the  first  General 
Conference  of  this  character  there 
in  Great  Britain,  because  here  was 
the  earliest  mission  established  in 
a foreign  land,  and  because  of  its 
great  contribution  to  the  early 
growth  of  the  Church,  which  gave 
evidence  of  the  great  outpouring 
of  the  blood  of  Israel  among  the 
people  of  the  British  Isles. 

As  we  visit  the  various 
countries,  whether  in  the  Far 
East,  in  the  European  Areas,  or  in 
the  Latin  American  nations  or  in 
other  parts  of  the  world,  we  have 
noted  as  in  the  British  Isles,  the 


the  spirit  of  the  work,  they  have 
an  intense  desire  to  go  to  a Holy 
Temple  where  there  they  can 
receive  the  promised  blessings  of 
the  priesthood,  which,  through 
their  faithrulness,  will  gain  them 
Heaven’s  highest  privileges  in  the 
world  to  come. 

When  the  disciples  gathered 
around  the  Master  before  He  left 
them,  they  asked  Him  as  to  the 
signs  of  His  Second  Coming  and 
the  end  of  the  world  or  the 
destruction  of  the  wicked,  which 
was  the  end  of  the  world.  He  gave 
them  certain  signs  which  would 
foretell  that  His  Second  Coming 
was  near— even  at  their  doors.  He 
spoke  of  great  tribulations,  of 
wars,  and  famines,  and 
earthquakes. 

One  of  the  most  significant 
among  the  other  signs  of  which 
the  Master  spoke,  and  about 
which  I had  often  wondered,  that 
prior  to  His  coming  there  would 
be  falce  Christs  and  false 
prophets,  who  would  show  great 
signs  and  wonders  in  order  to 
deceive  the  faithful  who  are 
looking  forward  to  that  glorious 
day  when  the  Master  will  return 
again  to  the  earth.  We  are  actually 
seeing  this  present  among  us 
today,  where  individuals  are 
coming  forward  today  with  claims 
of.  Deity  for  their  leaders.  These 
arch-deceivers  are  among  us  and 
som  have  come  in  person 
claiming  to  be  God,  and  we  may 
well  expect  others  to  rise  up  to  do 
likewise  in  fulfillment  of  the 
Master’sdeclaration  that  false 
Christs  and  false  prophets  would 
come  forth. 


The  Master  gave  a sure  way  for 
the  saints  to  herald  the  Coming  of 
Our  Lord  again  to  the  earth: 
“ . . . watch,  therefore,  for  you 
know  not  at  what  hour  the  Lord 
doth  come.  Therefore  be  ye 
ready,  for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye 
think  not,  the  Son  of  Man 
cometh.” 

A few  days  ago  we  had  a 
faith-promoting  report  from  a 
young  mission  president  and  his 
wife  who  have  just  been  released 
from  presiding  over  a mission  in 
Peru,  where  recently  there  was 
experienced  ohe  of  the  worst 
calamaties  in  the  world’s  history, 
where  an  estimated  70,000 
persons  were  buried  when  an 
earthquake  moved  an  entire 
mountain  over  two  cities  which 
were  completely  destroyed.  We 
had  four  mmissionaries  laboring 
here— two  in  each  city.  When  the 
earthquake  came,  they  were  at  the 
Lord’s  business— two  of  our  elders 
were  teaching  a gospel  lesson  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  town,  and  the 
other  two,  were  in  a preparation 
meeting  in  another  city. 

When  this  earthquake 
struck— every  person  was  taken  as 
he  was  then  living—  if  at  a movie, 
or  a tavern,  or  in  a drunken  stupor 
or  whatever— but  the  true  servants 
of  God,  who  would  be  doing  their 
duty,  would  be  protected  and 
preserved  if  they  would  do  as  the 
Lord  had  counseled,  to  “Stand  in 
Holy  places  and  be  not  moved, 
when  these  days  should  come.’’ 

So  we  are  saying  to  our  Church 
members  in  every  land, 
everywhere,  stand  in  your  places. 

To  our  faithful  saints 
everywhere  and  to  all  our  friends 
who  are  the  honest  in  heart- 

Go  to  your  homes  following 
this  great  conference. 

Have  your  family  prayers,  keep 
your  home  ties  strong,  and  let 
love  abide,  therein. 

You  who  are  the  priesthood 
watchmen,  don’t  fail  in  the  sacred 
charge  to  “watch  over  the  Church, 
and  be  with  and  strengthen 
themm.” 

You  leaders,  put  into  full  gear 
the  total  programs  which  are 
heaven  sent  in  these  days,  to  stem 
the  tide  of  wickedness  which  is

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Freshman  Representative  from  Utah,  spoke  to  political  science 
classes  on  the  problems  a representative  encounters.  He  stressed 
the  need  for  people  to  let  their  representatives  know  what  they 
want,  and  stated  that  government  was  a process  of  compromise. 


McKay  detaik  problems 


“The  depth  of  understanding  of 
most  Americans  is  the  emotional 
impact  of  a headline,”  stated 
Gunn  McKay,  Freshman 
Representative  (D-Utah),  in  a 
recent  address  to  two  political 
science  classes. 

He  also  explained  that  the  first 
problem  any  congressman  faces  is 
understanding  his  constituency. 

Consequently,  a congressman 
must  often  adhere  to  his  own 
judgement  rather  than  what  some 
of  the  public  wants,  in  voting  on  a ^ 
bill.  McKay  did  encourage 
constituents  to  write  their 
congressmen  because  it  does 
“affect  our  thinking.” 

Other  problems  McKay  covered 
included  organizing  an  effective 
staff,  finances,  getting  on 
important  committees  (McKay  is 
a member  of  the  House 
Appropriations  Committee),  and 
developing  the  ability  to  accept 
compromises.  “Government  is  a 
process  of  compromises  he  stated, 
“even  though  many  Mormons 
may  dislike  the  word.” 

McKay  then  opened  the  time  to 
questions.  With  regard  to 
Congressional  responsibilities  and 
the  wage-price  freeze,  he  stressed 
the  fact  that  Congress  had  twice 
given  the  president  the  authority 
to  invoke  a freeze  and  was 
preparing  to  pass  such  an  act  itself 


when  Nixon  finally  decided  to 
act. 

Congress  was  “trying  to  make 
the  president  live  up  to  his 
responsibilities  in  giving  him  this 
authority,”  McKay  stated. 

In  response  to  a question 
concerning  his  views  on 
“End-the-War”  amendments 
McKay  said  that  he  wanted  to  end 
the  Vietnam  war,  but  he  was  “not 
willing  to  tie  the  President  down 
to  a specific  date  and  time.” 

He  said  the  family-assistance 
plan  was  looking  “bleaker  all  the 
time”  and  probably  would  not  get 
out  of  the  Senate  Banking 
Committee  before  next  term. 
McKay  criticized  Nixon’s 
revenue-sharing  proposal  on  the 
basis  that  the  federal  deficit  is 
much  worse  than  any  of  the 
states’.

All  campus  parking  lots  are 
open  to  students  on  Sunday 
except  three,  according  to  BYU 
Security  Chief  Swen  Nielsen. 

The  three  lots  are  Lot  50  east  of 
the  Joseph  Smith  Bldg.,  Lot  39 
south  of  the  Chemical  Engineering 
Bldg.,  and  Lot  38  east  of  the 
■ Richards  P.E.  Bldg. 

'Nielsen  reported  that thereiiave 
been  some  problems  with  students 
who  thought  all  lots,  without 
exception,  were  open  on  Sunday 
and  then  discovered  that  they  had 
received  tickets. 

Nielsen  went  on  to  say  some 
students  think  the  fact  that  they 
are  attending  church  is  cause  to 
let  them  park  in  the  wrong  lots. 
He  said  Security  does  not  see  it 
that  way. 

He  also  stressed  the  fact  that  all 
yellow  zones  are  in  effect  as  well. 
All  service  areas  are  also  closed  to 
student  parking,  since  some 
professors  are  involved  in 
experiments  that  must  be  checked 
as  often  as  every  hour  and  they 
must  be  able  to  park  easily. 

He  also  pointed  out  that  certain 
university  services  must  go  on 
even  on  Sunday  and  service  areas 
must  be  kept  open. 

Last  spring  the  regulations  on 
parking  in  service  areas  were 
discontinued,  but  there  were  so 
many  complaints  that  the 
regulations  had  to  be  re-instated 
the  following  week,  Nielsen  said. 

Nielsen  explained  that  parking 
regulations  are  not  set  dowp  by 
Security,  but  by  a joint 
committee  of  students  and  faculty 
and  are  then  cleared  by  the 
university  President. 


view  the  celestial  show.  The 
projector  creates  an  illusion  of  the 
sky  on  the  underside  of  the  dome. 

A replica  of  the  skyline  of  Utah 
Valley  as  it  would  be  seen  from 
the  roof  of  the  Science  Center  is 
built  around  the  lower  edge  of  the 
dome.  This  third  dimensional 
skyline  gives  as  near  a true 
impression  of  the  actual  night  sky 
scene  as  possible.  Even  the  block 
Y on  the  east  mountain  is 
duplicated  and  can  be  lighted. 

Regardless  of  the  weather 
outside,  the  projector  recreates 
the  appearance  of  the 
constellations  of  stars  and  the 
m ilky  way  as  seen  at  different 
times  of  the  year  and  at  different 
latitudes  on  the  earth.  It  shows 
the  daily  motions  of  the  sky  and 
changing  position  of  the  sun, 
moon  and  bright  planets.

Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson, 
former  BYU  president,  remains 
in  satisfactory  condition,  it  was 
reported  Monday. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  underwent  a 
tracheotomy  Sunday  morning 
to  support  breathing  and 
prevent  respiratory  problems. 
He  has  been  in  the  LDS 
hospital  since  Wednesday 
afternoon  at  which  time  he  was 
admitted  for  open  heart 
surgery.  He  has  remained  in  the 
intensive  care  unit  of  the 
hospital  since  Friday  after  a six 
and  one-half  hour  operation. 


Dr.  Wilkinson  resigned  as 
president  of  the  university  last 
March  and  was  immediately 
appointed  to  direct  the 
establishment  of  the  new  BYU 
Law  School.

Somebody's  watching  you 
and  he  isn't  any  amateur! 


MY  OLD  FRIEND  and 
co-trooper  Karl  Nehring  and  I 
once  carried  on  a rather  lengthy 
discourse  on  the  fine  art  of  girl 
watching. 

After  Spending  several  weeks 
during  our  freshman  year 
sampling  test  cases,  we  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  BYU  probably 
had  the  most  beautiful  girls  in  the 
world— but  they  didn’t  know  how 
to  dress. 

Today,  however,  BYU  girls  have 
definitely  put  beauty  in  fashion. 

A never-ending  flood  tide 
conjured  up  by  a space  sorcerer’s 
apprentice,  the  girls  look  so  great 
that  I always  feel  like  singing.  If 
she  looks  fine,  then  a rewrite  of 
Lennon-McCartney’s  “Eleanor 
Rigby”  comes  to  mind:  “Where 
do  they  all  come  from?  1 look  at 
all  the  lovely  coeds  ...” 

Or,  if  the  girl  is  especially 
adverse  to  conforming  to  BYU 
standards  I try  “I  am  a Child  of 
God,”  or  some  other  church  tune 


as  I attempt  to  look  at  some 
unattractive  “sweet  spirit”  the 
other  way. 

It  was  only  recently  that  I 
found  out  there  were  masses 
beside  me  who  practiced  this 
sport  with  a degree  of 
professionalism.  These  men  who 
have  gone  beyond  my  wildest 
imagination  are  members  of  the 
International  Society  of  Girl 
Watchers. 

Girl-Watchers  was  formed  in 
1960  by  Joe  Beagin  of  Los 
Angeles  as  a one-time  fun  stunt. 
Today  there  are  close  to  16,000 
members  scattered  over  the  world. 

And  they  promise  only  to  look; 
not  to  ogle,  peek,  drool  or 
otherwise  engage  in 
ungentlemanly  girl-watching. 

Beagin,  president  of  the  society, 
said  girl  watching  is  a subject  both 
men  and  women  are  interested  in. 

The  idea  of  a girl-watching 
group  came  after  Beagin  appeared 
on  a San  Diego,  California, 


television  show.  He  filled  in  some 
extra  time  talking  about  girls. 
After  the  show  he  told  his  wife, 
“Girl  watching  is  like  the  weather, 
everyone  talks  about  it,  but  no 
one  does  anything  about  it.” 

Beagin  reported  that  his  wife 
laughed  when  he  said  he  was  going 
to  form  a group  of  girl  watchers. 

He  called  several  of  his  friends 
to  arrange  a one-time  meeting. 
The  meeting  was-  to  include 
seminars  on  “How  to  Watch  Girls 
Safely  in  Traffic,”  and  other  vital 
information  for  the  professional 
girl  watcher. 

The  idea  caught  on  so  well  that 
the  ten-year-old  group  now  meets 
four  times  a year  in  San  Diego, 
their  international  headquarters. 

A girl  watchers’  manual  was 
written  to  cover  situations  such  as 
“How  to  Watch  the  New  Girl  in 
the  Office.” 

The  manual  was  submitted  by 
the  author  to  the  government 
along  with  some  other  technical 
manuals  he  had  written  as  samples 
of  his  work. 

Soon  the  U.S.  Government 
Printing  Offices  was  sending  out 
circulars  listing  the  latest  in 
educational  materials  available  to 
the  educators  and  the  girl 
watchers’  manual  was  on  the  list. 

One  senator,  according  to 
Beagin  was  so  incensed  that  he 
read  the  entire  manual  on  the , 
floor  of  the  Senate.  The  manual  is 
now  an  official  part  of  the 
Congressional  Record. 

When  the  idea  of  a girl  watchers 
society  was  still  in  its  beginning 
stages,  Beagin  made  a sighting 
aboard  a plane  which  resulted  in  a 
television  appearance  in  Denver. 
He  said  he  noticed  an  attractive 
hostess  on  his  flight  and  wrote  on 
a small  piece  of  paper,  “You  have 
been  watched  by  a member  of  the 
International  Society  of  Girl 


Watchers.”  He  checked  off  a few 
complimentary  phrases,  such  as, 
attractive  well-groomed  and 
handed  it  to  her. 

The  hostess  sat  down  next  to 
him  and  asked  to  be  put  on  the 
societys  mailing  list  and  then  gave 
him  her  name  and  address. 

Beagin  said  the  other  men  on 
the  plane  kept  turning  around  and 
looking  at  him  to  see  what  was 
going  on. 

As  the  plane  landed  the  captain 
added  to  his  farewell  message, 
“Our  chief  stewardess  has  just 
been  rated  by  a member  of  the 
International  Society  of  Girl 
Watchers  who  is  on  board  this 
flight. 

When  Beagin  got  off  the  plane 
he  was  surrounded  by  the  other 
male  passengers  who  wanted  to 
know  if  they  could  join.  He  was 
also  asked  to  appear  on  a local 
television  show. 

The  society  has  become  so 
famous  that  letters  are  now  often 
received  with  no  more  address 
than  a drawing  of  the  watching 
eyeballs,  the  society’s  symbol,  and 
San  Diego,  California. 

So  girls,  don’t  forget— this  is 
1971  and  not  1 984.  If 
somebody’s  watching  you,  it 
probably  won’t  be  any  big 
brother.

DETROIT  (UPI)  - If  your  new 
1972  car  is  made  by  American 
Motors,  the  company  promises  to 
fix  anything  that  goes  wrong  with 
it  in  the  first  year  or  12,000  miles. 

The  company  promises, 
furthermore,  to  give  you  a car  to 
drive  while  they  keep  yours  in  the 
garage. 

And  there  are  no  catches.  AMC, 
the  smallest  of  the  nation’s  auto 
companies,  promises  to  fix  any  of 
its  new  cars  if  they  go  wrong 
through  no  fault  of  the  owner, 
with  no  ifs,  ands  or  buts. 

General  Motors,  Ford  and 
Chrysler— the  giants  of  the 
industry— have  12-month,  12,000 
mile  warranties  on  their  new  cars. 
But  there  are  a number  of 
exclusions,  such  as  spark  plugs, 
windshield  wiper  blades,  clutch 
and  brake  linings,  shock  absorbers 
and  ignition  points.  The  customer 
pays  for  replacement  of  these 
items  even  during  the  warranty 
period. 

OFTEN  A CUSTOMER  is 
caught  in  a dispute  between  dealer 
and  company  over  who  should 
perform  and  pay  for  the  repair. 
The  customer,  caught  like  a 
shuttlecock  in  a badminton  game, 
is  the  loser  in  these  battles,  often 
ending  up  without  any  service. 

W.R.  “Bill”  McNealy,  AMC’s 
vice  president  for  marketing,  said 
in  an  interview  that  corporate 
indifference  to  the  problems  of 
owners  must  end. 

“With  us,  it’s  not  a warranty 
war,  but  a corporate  attitude 
war,”  he  said.  ‘‘And  other 
companies  eventually  must  come 
around  to  it.  The  customer  must 
be  satisfied.” 

He  predicted  flatly  that  the 
entire  auto  industry  eventually 
would  follow  AMC’s  lead. 

“However,  I don’t  have  much 
confidence  that  they’ll  follow 
quickly,”  he  added. 

THE  BIG  THREE  companies  have 
declined  comment  on  whether 
they  plan  to  follow  AMC  into  the 
revolutionary,  new,  all  -inclusive 
warranty.  But  McNealy  says  AMC 
dealers  have  been  flooded  by 
competitive  dealers  inquiring  how 
the  new  warranty  works. 

‘‘Part  of  it  may  be  that  the 
dealers  of  the  competitive  makes 
would  like  to  get  the  same 
program  for  themselves,”  he  said. 
“But  I believe  they’re  also  acting 
as  intemediaries  for  the  big 
companies  because  they’re 
definitely  interested  in  how  it 
works  out.” 

He  conceded  that  the  new 
guarantee  policy  added  a 
“substantial”  anticipated  cost  to 
AMC’s  operating  costs. 

He  declined  to  give  a dollar 
figure  on  the  expected  increase, 
but  said  if  the  new  policy  resulted 
in  a 10  per  cent  increase  in  sales, 
the  net  gain  in  profits  would  more 
than  offset  the  increase  in 
warranty  costs. 

Salt  Palace  adds 
2,500  new  seats 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  - 
Crews  at  the  Salt  Palace  moved  in 
2,500  new  seats  for  the  main 
arena  floor  area  Sunday,  to 
provide  better  seating  for' 
basketball  and  hockey  fans. 

The  telescoping  seats  cost  the 
Salt  Palace  $200,000-but  with 
added  mobility,  they  can  be 
collapsed  and  moved  to  other 
parts  of  the  structure  for 
conventions  and  gatherings.  The 
management  said  the  new  seats 
will  “help  reduce  labor  costs  in 
changing  over  from  hockey  and 
basketball  and  other  events.”  And 
they  added  the  new  seats  will 
make  the  higher  priced  arena  seats 
better  seats  than  in  the  past.

Scotland  Yard 

LONDON  (UPI)  - Scotland  Yard  charged  a British  diplomat  with 
espionage  Monday  in  the  first  such  case  since  several  Foreign  Office 
officials  were  exposed  as  Soviet  double-agents  in  the  early  1960’s 

Accused  under  Section  I of  the  Officials  Secrets  Act,  which  deals 
with  espionage,  was  Leonard  Michael  Hinchliffe,  39,  an  assistant 
administrative  officer  in  the  British  Embassy  in  Algiers. 

The  charge  alleged  that  between  July  1968  and  last  April,  while  he 
was  serving  with  the  British  Embassy  in  Khartoum,  Sudan,  Hinchliffe 
gave  “another  person”  a secret  document  “calculated  to  be  directly  or 
indirectly  useful  to  an  enemy.” 

The  government,  in  a move  expected  to  save  several  million  dollars 
annually,  put  new  travel  allowances  into  effect  today  for  all  of  its  2.6 
million  civilian  employees. 

In  place  of  the  standard  $25  per  day  allowance  for  travel  expenses 
provided  since  1969,  federal  workers  now  have  what  is  termed  a 
“lodging-plus”  allowance.  It  me^is  they  will  be  limited  to  $15  a day  for 
lodgings  and  a maximum  of  $10  to  cover  meals  and  other  expenses 
unless  average  costs  are  lower. 

Panama  National  Guard  troops  patrolled  the  Canal  Zone  limit  line  to 
prevent  rioting  over  the  touchy  issue  of  zone  sovereignty  during 
Panama’s  observance  of  the  third  anniversary  of  the  rule  of  strongman 
Omar  Torrijos. 

U.S.  troops  were  kept  out  of  sight  but  were  ready  if  needed  to 
prevent  civilian  disturbances  in  the  zone,  an  Army  spokesman  said. 
Earlier,  the  Army  cancelled  the  Columbus  Day  holiday  for  forces  in  the 
zone  to  avoid  traffic  complications. 

Bonn  —Leftwing  students  heckled  Japanese  Emperor  Hirohito  today 
when  he  arrived  at  Bonn’s  18th  century  City  Hall  to  sign  the  city’s 
Golden  book. 

From  a high  window  of  a Bonn  University  hostel  looking  onto  the 
picturesque  market  place  where  the  city  hall  stands,  a youth  unrolled  a 
15-foot  long  white  banner  bearing  the  words  in  yellow  letters:  “Out 
With  the  War  Criminal  Hirohito.” 

The  banner  remained  on  display  about  five  minutes.  Then  two 
policemen  who  rushed  into  the  building  made  students  haul  it  in  again, 
a few  moments  before  the  70-year-old  emperor  arrived  in  his  limousine. 

Other  students  in  a crowd  of  4,000  massed  behind  police  barricades 
in  the  square  whistled  in  hostile  fashion  as  the  emperor  mpunted  the 
City  Hall  steps. 

The  scattered  student  demonstrations  marred  the  protocol  calm  of 
the  emperor’s  reception  in  the  West  German  capital,  the  seventh  and 
final  visit  of  his  European  tour. 

Washington  - Oct.  15  has  been  proclaimed  National  Newspaper  Boy 
Day  by  President  Nixon. 

In  issuing  the  proclamation,  Nixon  said  the  day  would  honor 
newspaper  boys  for  “their  significant  contribution  to  the  civic,  social 
and  economic  good  of  the  United  States.” 

Two  bombs  at  the  U.S.  Consulate  in  Istanbul  and  sparse  crowds  in 
Ankara  marred  the  arrival  Monday  of  U.S.  Vice  President  Spiro  T. 
Agnew  in  Turkey,  his  first  stop  on  a three-nation  tour. 

There  were  no  reports  of  trouble  in  Ankara,  but  the  explosions  in 
Istanbul  damaged  two  cars,  including  one  belonging  to  U.S.  cultural 
attache  Kenton  W.  Keith.  There  were  no  injuries  and  little  damage  to 
the  mission,  police  said. 

“It’s  because  that  man  Spiro  Agnew  is  coming,  ’’one  Istanbul  resident 
told  UPI. 

American  officials  attached  to  the  mission  declined  comment  on  the 
possibility  of  any  connection  between  the  bombings  and  the  Agnew 
arrival. 

“Ask  Ankara,”  they  said. 

Tight  security  was  in  effect  both  at  the  airport  and  along  the  17-mile 
drive  in  the  capital.  Hundreds  of  mounted  police  posted  every  few 
yards  lined  the  route.  Turkish  riot  police  took  over  security  duties  in 
the  city. 

In  a brief  airport  statement,  Agnew  said  Turkey’s  role  in  the  world 
peace  was  important  and  added  the  United  States  would  do  everything 
possible  “to  help  Turkey  achieve  its  desired  developments.” 


Wage-price  control 
violates  Constitution 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - Ralph 
Nader  told  Congress  Monday  that 
President  Nixon  was  violating  the 
Constitution  by  delegating 
wage-price  control  authority  to 
independent  boards.  “It  is  really  a 
sad  year  for  the  rule  of  law,” 
Nader  said. 

In  testimony  before  a Senate 
subcommittee,  the  consumer 
advocate  said  Nixon’s  plan  to  have 
a pay  board  and  price  commission 
oversee  wage-price  controls  when 
the  current  freeze  ends  Nov.  13 
would  mark  him  down  in  history 
as  one  of  the  nation’s  most  radical 
presidents. 

Nader  testified  as  labor  leaders 
prepared  to  meet  here  Tuesday  to 
decide  if  they  will  support  the 
post-freeze  plan,  and  specifically 
whether  they  should  serve  on  the 
wage  commission. 

“What  the  President  has  done  is 
take  the  vague  authority  in  the 
Economic  Stabilization  Act  and 
develop  an  unconstitutional 
assumption  of  power  in  the 
wage-price  freeze,”  Nader  told  a 
government  operations 
sub-committee. 

“Then  he  delegates  that 
authority  to  non-governmental 
boards-authority  that  Congress 
unconstitutionally  delegates  to 
him  . . . without  safeguards.”

Brooks  Robinson  is  putting  on 
his  annual  World  Series  show,  and 
the  Baltimore  Orioles  couldn’t  be 
happier. 

The  outstanding  player  of  last 
year’s  series  when  Baltimore  cut 
off  Cincinnati  in  just  five  games, 
led  his  club  to  an  11-3  victory 
over  the  do-nothing-right 
Pittsburgh  Pirates  in  the  second 
game  of  the  world  series  yesterday 
at  Baltimore. 

Robinson  went  three  for  three 
at  the  plate  and  walked  twice.  His 
five  straight  trips  to  first  base  tied 
a series  record  held  by  Babe  Ruth 
and  Lou  Brock.  The  flashy  third 
baseman  also  pulled  off  the 
fielding  gem  of  the  game  when  he 
stabbed  a sizzling  ground  ball  hit 
by  Pirate  catcher  Manny 
Sanguellen  and  threw  him  out  by 
a step. 

And  Robinson  was  by  no  means 
the  only  Oriole  hero.  The 
defending  world  champions  put 
on  quite  a show  for  the  partisan 
home  town  crowd,  collecting  14 
hits  off  four  Pirate  pitchers.  All 
14  safeties  were  singles. 

Jim  Palmer  struck  out  ten  Pirate 
batters  to  record  his  third  world 
series  victory  against  just  one 
defeat.  Palmer,  having  trouble 
with  his  curve  ball  lately,  relied  on 
a high  and  wide  fast  ball  in  the 
early  innings  to  get  by  the  big  bats 
of  the  Pirates.  Late  in  the  game 
his  curve  began  to  break  and  he 
struck  out  two  Pittsburgh  batters 
each  in  the  5th,  6th,  and  7th 
innings.  Palmer  was  relieved  in  the 
eighth  by  Dick  Hail. 

Palmer  set  a new  personal  high 
for  himself,  placing  eight  men  on 
base  via  walks.  But  the  Pirates 
failed  to  capitalize  when  they  got 
the  runners  on.  After  seven 
innings  the  Pirates  had  stranded 
12  men. 

Bob  Johnson  started  for  the 
National  League  Champs.  But, 
just  like  teammate  Dock  Ellis  in 
the  series  opener,  he  was  knocked 
out  early  by  the  big  Baltimore 
bats.  Before  the  day  was  over  four 
Pirate  pitchers  had  seen  action, 
with  Dave  Guisti  finishing. 

Pittsburgh’s  only  run  output 
came  in  the  top  of  the  eighth 
when  Richie  Hebner  connected  on 
a Palmer  thrown  pitch,  putting  it 
into  the  right  field  stands.  The 
home  run  was  good  for  three  runs. 

The  win  extended  Baltimore’s 
winning  streak  to  16.  They  have 
won  five  post-season  games  on  top 
of  eleven  games  to  finish  the 
regular  season. 

No  doubt  Pirate  fans  are  eagerly 
reflecting  on  the  1960  series 
between  the  Yankees  and 
Pittsburgh,  That  year  the  Bucks 
were  outscored  16-3  while  being 
beaten  in  the  first  three  games, 
only  to  come  back  and  win  the 
next  four  contests  and  the  series. 

Today  the  series  moves  to 
Pittsburgh  and  their  astro-turf 
field.  Game  time  is  1 1 a.m.  MST. 
Wednesday  will  mark  a first  world 
series  night  game.  Scheduled  time 
for  that  game  is  5:30  p.m.  MST. 

Pittsburgh  manager  Danny 
Murtaugh  plans  to  start  Steve 
Blass  on  the  mound  in  today’s 
game.  Baltimore  is  slated  to 
counter  with  another  twenty 
game  winner,  Mike  Cuenar. 
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Cougar  quarterbacks 
lead  offensive  efforts 


“ ...  At  quarterback  we  will  be 
a better  team  than  we  were  last 
year.  We  have  some  fine  talent, 
but  we  still  haven’t  the  depth  we 
need,”  stated  Coach  Tom 
Hudspeth  in  his  pre-season 
quarterback  evaluation. 

The  quarterback  is  the  key  to 
the  whole  offensive  game.  He  not 
only  has  to  think  on  his  feet  but 
he  must  be  able  to  take  the 
continuous  pounding  which  is  a 
part  of  the  game.

Dave  Terry,  a ’70  redshirt,  has 
been  relief  QB  behind  August.  He 
is  from  Newport  Beach, 
California,  and  received  an 
all-league  rating  while  at  high 
school  there.  As  a Freshman,  he 
played  behind  Dave  Coon, 
completing  five  for  seven  passes. 
So  far  this  season  he  has  run  for 
31  yards  and  has  picked  up  197 
yards  in  the  air  on  17  of  32  pass 
attempts. 

Terry  is  a slightly  built 
southpaw  who  knows  how  to 
throw.  He  missed  the  Aggie  game 
because  of  a hip  injury. 

Brian  Gunderson,  reserve  QB,  is 
a returning  veteran  junior  from 
Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  Last  year 
Brian  came  off  the  bench  at 
mid-season  to  beat  the  Aggies. 
Previous  to  that  time,  Brian 
hadn’t  played  a competitive  game 
in  four  years.  He  lead  the  Cougars 
to  two  of  their  three  victories  last 
year,  completed  31  of  74  aerials, 
and  was  second  on  the  team  in 
total  offense.  This  year  he  has 
seen  very  little  action,  passing 
only  three  times  with  one 
completion  for  three  yards.

Blacks  report  progress, 
from  cotton  to  the  ballot 


ATLANTA  (UPI)  — A painting 
that  hangs  in  a downtown  civil 
rights  office  depicts  two  black 
hands  reaching  upward-one  is 
picking  cotton  and  the  other  is 
casting  a ballot. 

This,  it  is  said,  is  the  story  of 
the  “new  South.” 

“That  pretty  well  symbolizes 
the  progress  of  black  people  in  the 
South,”  said  John  Lewis,  one  of 
the  original  freedom  riders  and 
now  head  of  voter  education 
project.  “In  the  past,  that’s  about 
all  we  could  do-pick  cotton.  Now 
we  can  vote.” 

Since  the  passage  of  the  voter 
rights  act  in  1965,  Negroes  have 
turned  out  as  never  before  to 
register  and  to  vote,  heralding 
what  many  insist  is  a new  day  in 
the  South,  with  social  and 
political  change  and  long,  slow 
but  inexorable  climb  toward 
moderation  between  the  races. 

There  are  about  10.3  million 
Negroes  in  the  11-state  South, 
making  up  one-fourth  of  the  total 
population.  The  most  recent 
count  shows  roughly  three  million 
Negroes  have  registered  to 
vote— twice  what  it  was  less  than  a 
decade  ago. 

“The  voter  act  was  a shot  in  the 
arm  for  black  people,”  Lewis  said. 
“There’s  a fantastic  interest  in 
voting  among  blacks,  who  have 
found  that  ballot  politics  is  where 
they  can  see  concrete  results.” 

Today  Negroes  are  electing 
black  candidates  to  important 
jobs,  not  just  in  the  dusty,  rural 
communities,  but  in  urban  centers 
as  well.  They  are  electing  whites. 


too,  and  solid  black  support  was 
instrumental  in  the  emergence  of 
a new  wave  of  moderate  southern 
governors. 

There  are  black  mayors  in  such 
predominantly  white  cities  as 
Chapel  Hill,  N.C.,  and  Gainesville, 
Fla.  Charles  Evers,  the  mayor  of 
Fayette,  Miss.,  is  the  first  black 
man  ever  to  run  for  governor  of 
Mississippi.  In  Atlanta,  middle 
class  and  poor  blacks  forgot 
differences  long  enough  to  elect  a 
liberal  white  mayor  and  a black 
vice  mayor. 

An  unofficial  tally  shows  more 
than  700  blacks  elected  to  offices 
of  varying  degrees  in  the  11 
Southern  states.  Many  of  these 
hold  minor  jobs,  but  there  are  28 
mayors  and  40  black  legislators. 
Only  Arkansas  has  no  blacks  in 
the  legislature,  but  an  upcoming 
reapportionment  likely  will 
change  that. 

Are  they  effective?  Negro 
leaders  say  most  of  them  are,  if 
for  no  other  reason  than  to  blaze 
a path  for  future  blacks  to  follow. 
Said  Howard  Lee,  the  black 
mayor  of  Chapel  Hill,  N.C.,  which 
is  28  per  cent  white,  “We  are 
chipping  away  at  the  traditional 
white  attitude  to  blacks  in  politics 
and  more  blacks  are  thinking 
about  running  for  office.” 

“Our  mere  presence  has  given 
the  government  itself  more 
credibility  with  the  black 
community,’’  state  Rep.  I.S. 
Leevy  Johnson  of  South  Carolina 
said.  “Formerly,  when  they 
looked  at  the  state  government,  it 
was  like  looking  out  at  a great  big 
neon  sign  saying,  ‘whites  only.’”
